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1. SECURITY COUNCIL DECLARATION - 

WEO SC MEMBERS DISCUSSED CONTINGENCY REACTIONS OF GROUP IF, AS SOME 
REPORTS INDICATED, AFRICANS WERE PREPARING TO REJECT WESTERN 
DECLARATION CONCEPT AND DEMAND NEGOTIATION OF AFRICAN DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS OR TO TOUGHEN WESTERN DECLARATION DRAFT. GROUP 
AGREED THEY WOULD NOT CONSENT TO NEGOTIATE AFRICAN DRAFTS, BUT 
FURTHER DISCUSSION OF REACTIONS SHOULD AWAIT OUTCOME OF AFRICAN 
GROUP MEETING THEN IN PROGRESS. 

SUBSEQUENTLY, AMB YOUNG MET WITH AMBASSADORS RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) 
AND HARRIMAN (NIGERIA), WHO SAID THE AFRICAN GROUP COMPRISED 
SEVERAL ATTITUDES, BUT CONSENSUS WAS TO WORK AT "IMPROVING' 1 
(STRENGTHENING) THE WESTERN DRAFT DECLARATION. RAMPHUL EXPRESSED 
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THE CONFIDENCE OF THE AFRICAN GROUP IN THE GOOD WILL AND GOOD

THOMPSON, MEMBER OF CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE WORLD COUNCIL OF

CHURCHES, STATED HE WAS APPEARING BEFORE THE SC AS AN 
INDIVIDUAL, AND DESCRIBED ACTIONS TAKEN BY THE WORLD COUNCIL AND 
OTHER BODIES TO OPPOSE THE APARTHEID SYSTEM IN SOUTH AFRICA. THE 
FOCUS OF CONCERN WAS UPON TWO SYSTEMS: FIRST WAS APARTHEID WHICH 
EXISTS IN SOUTH AFRICA, AND SECOND, WITHOUT WHICH IT COULD NOT 
SURVIVE, WAS THAT INTERNATIONAL SYSTEM WHICH SUPPORTED AND ENABLED 
THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT TO CONTINUE POLICIES IN GROSS 
VIOLATION OF THE CHARTER AND UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS. 

HE BELIEVED THE TIME HAD COME FOR AN END TO ALL SALES AND 
TRANSFERS OF ARMS, MATERIAL, AND MILITARY TECHNOLOGY, THROUGH A 
MANDATORY EMBARGO SUCH AS THAT APPLIED AGAINST RHODESIA. THE 
ECONOMIC SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA EXPLOITED THE LABOR OF THE 
OPPRESSED PEOPLE AND UTILIZED THE NATURAL RESOURCES, AND THE 
CONTINUED SUPPORTIVE PRACTICES OF MANY COUNTRIES, ESPECIALLY THE 
INDUSTRIALIZED NATIONS, HELPED PERPETUATE THE APARTHEID SYSTEM. 

THEREFORE, THOMPSON BELIEVED A CALL FOR AN END TO ANY INVESTMENTS 
AND NEW LOANS, PUBLIC OR PRIVATE, WAS MORE THAN URGENT, AND 
THAT THE TIME HAD COME TO CALL ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS TO 
CLOSE SHOP IN SOUTH AFRICA AND WITHDRAW FROM THEIR INVOLVEMENT 
THERE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 
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MADAGASCAR - RASOLONDRIABE THOUGHT THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 
SEEMED FAVORABLE FOR UN ACTION, IT WAS TIME TO SET ASIDE "LEGAL 
QUIBBLING," AND ADOPTION OF THE MEASURES ASKED BY THE GA, WHICH 
COULD NOT BE DESCRIBED AS "EXCESSIVE," WOULD MEAN THAT THE 
COUNCIL HAD SERIOUSLY DECIDED TO "DESTABILIZE" THE ILLIGETIMATE 
REGIME BY DEPRIVING IT OF ECONOMIC, MILITARY AND POLITICAL 
SUPPORT. THE SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA WAS SUCH THAT THE 
PROVISIONS OF ARTICLES 41 AND 42 HAD TO BE APPLIED, HOWEVER 
DIFFICULT THAT MIGHT BE. 

BOTSWANA-TLOU STATED THAT ACCOUNT SHOULD BE TAKEN 

OF THE FACT THAT THE SOUTH AFRICAN MINORITY WAS IMBUED WITH 
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RACIST INDOCTRINATION AND COULD NOT BE EXPECTED TO DISMANTLE 
APARTHEID VOLUNTARILY. THIS CANCER IN THE BODY 
POLITIC OF SOUTH AFRICA CALLED FOR MAJOR SURGERY, IF CHAOS 
WERE TO BE AVOIDED. THERE WERE THOSE BOTH IN THE SC AND 
OUTSIDE IT WHO HAD THE POWER AND INFLUENCE TO COERCE PRETORIA 
TO ABANDON ITS MADE COURSE. LET THOSE NATIONS WHO HAD, AT LEAST 
THEORETICALLY IN THIS CASE, EXPRESSED HUMANITARIAN CONCERNS, 

HELP DEFUSE THE HIGHLY-CHARGED VOLATILE SITUATION. 

THE ONLY ACCEPTABLE CHANGE WOULD ELIMINATE APARTHEID AND GIVE 
GENUINE POLITICAL RIGHTS TO ALL THE PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA 
REGARDLESS OF RACE, COLOR OR CREED. SOUTH AFRICAN BLACKS 
NEEDED NO SERMONS ON PEACEFUL CHANGE BECAUSE THERIS WAS ONE 
OF THE LONGEST PEACEFUL STRUGGLES IN THE HISTORY OF THE 
ENTIRE AFRICAN CONTINENT. HE MENTIONED THE LUSAKA MANIFESTO, 

AND SAID THAT IF THE MINORITY REGIME ABANDONED ITS DISASTROUS 
COURSE AND OPTED FOR MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATIONS ON THE TRANSFER OF 
POWER, THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WERE READY AND WILLING TO TALK. 
HE MENTIONED SOUTH AFRICA'S SUPPORT FOR RHODESIA, WHICH 
WAS ENGAGING IN VICOUS ATTACKS AGAINST INDEPENDENT NEIGHBORING 
AFRICAN STATES. SO FAR PRETORIA HAD DISREGARDED UN DECISIONS 
IN THE FULL KNOWLEDGE SHE COULD COUNT ON THE SUPPORT OF 
CERTAIN WESTERN MEMBERS OF THE SC. THE COUNCIL SHOULD NOW, 

IN ARRIVING AT A SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM, ACT UNANIMOUSLY AND 
RESOLUTELY, AND THE SOLUTION SHOULD MATCH THE GRAVITY OF THE 
SITUATION. 

8. APARTHEID AND MENTAL HEALTH CARE- 

CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA) , OF THE COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID, 
ISSUED A STATEMENT ON THE WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION'S REPORT 
ON "APARTHEID AND MENTAL HEALTH CARE," WHICH HE DESCRIBED 
AS A SHOCKING INDICTMENT OF APARTHEID. HE COMMENDED WHO 
FOR THE STUDY AND APPEALED TO THE MEDICAL PROFESSION AND ALL 
ORGANIZATIONS AND PEOPLES TO TAKE URGENT ACTION TO END 
THE INEQUITIES DESCRIBED IN THE STUDY AND TO ASSIST THE SOUTH 
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AFRICAN PEOPLE ERADICATE APARTHEID. 
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UNSUMMARY 

9. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES— 

REPRESENTATIVES OF BULGARIA, NORWAY AND IVORY COAST MADE 
STATEMENTS IN SUBCOMMITTEE MARCH 24 ON BRUNEI, AND NEW ZEALAND 
MADE OPENING STATEMENT ON TOKELAU. NEYTCHEV (BULGARIA) SAID 
THE SECRETARIAT WORKING PAPER ON BRUNEI WAS INADEQUATE 
AND MORE SPECIFIC INFORMATION ON OTHER ASPECTS WERE NECESSARY. 

MRS. FINBORUD (NORWAY) POINTED OUT THAT AT THE PRESENT 
STAGE THE UK DID NOT HAVE "GREAT LEAVER AGE' 1 OVER THE STATUS 
OF A FREE ELECTION IN BRUNEI; THE SUBCOMMITTEE SHOULD RECOGNIZE 
THE LIMITS POSED UNDER THE TREATY OBLIGATIONS BETWEEN THE 
UK AND BRUNEI AND HMG'S INABILITY TO INTERVENE IN THE TERRI- 
TORY'S AFFAIRS. KOUAME (IVORY COAST) AGREED THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE NEEDED MORE SPECIFIC INFORMATION AND HE HOPED THE 
UK WOULD RECONSIDER ITS POSITION AND ATTEND SUBCOMMITTEE 
MEETINGS ON THIS QUESTION. 

SPEAKING ON TOKELAU, ADAMS (NEW ZEALAND) DESCRIBED THE THREE 
ATOLLS INHABITED BY 1,575 PEOPLE WHO HAD EXERCISED A GREAT 
DEGREE OF PRACTICAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. HE SAID IT WAS NOT IN 
THE REALM OF DECISION-MAKING BUT IN PROVIDING THE MEANS FOR 
IMPLEMENTING THOSE DECISIONS THAT ACTION WAS NEEDED, AND 
TO THAT END A MAJOR EXERCISE OF RESTRUCTURING AND STREHGTHENING 
THE TOKELAU PUBLIC SERVICE HAD BEEN CARRIED OUT. SINCE DECEMBER 
1976 SEVEN NEW ZEALAND-BASED TOKELAUANS HAD RETURNED 
TO TOKELAU TO TAKE UP NEW POSITIONS IN THE PUBLIC SERVICE 
AND A NUMBER OF OTHERS EXPRESSED INTEREST IN DOING SO. 

EXISTING TRAINING PROGRAMS WERE BEING INTENSIFIED AND NEW 
ONES SET UP. COOPERATIVE STORES WERE BEING ESTABLISHED ON 
EACH ATOLL, AND UNDP ASSISTANCE WAS BEING SOUGHT IN MARKETING 
OF HANDICRAFTS AND FISH. MUCH PROGESS HAD BEEN MADE IN TRANSPORT, 

COMMUNICATIONS, AGRICULTURE AND SOCIAL SERVICES. AS 
ADMINISTERING POWER, NEW ZEALAND WISHED TO DRAW THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE S ATTENTION TO TOKELAU'S STRONG OPPOSITION TO FRENCH 
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NUCLEAR TESTING IN THE PACIFIC. (REPEATED INFO KUALA 
LUMPUR, WELLINGTON) 

10. HUMAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE - 
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THE COMMITTEE, IN THE AFTERNOON MARCH 23 AND MORNING MARCH 24, 
APPROVED MORE DRAFT RULES, BRINGING THE NUMBER ADOPTED THUS FAR 
TO 48, OF THE TOTAL OF 97 TO BE CONSIDERED. MOST OF THE EXPERTS' 

TIME, HOWEVER, WAS SPENT DISCUSSING THE PRINCIPLE OF THE USE OF 
CONSENSUS IN ADOPTING DECISIONS AND THE TYPE OF PUBLICITY THAT 
SHOULD BE GIVEN TO PUBLIC MEETINGS. EXPERTS FROM GDR, MAURITIUS, 
ROMANIA, BULGARIA, AND THE SOVIET UNION ARGUED FOR RESTRICTING 
GENERAL DISTRIBUTION OF SUMMARY RECORDS OF THE COMMITTEE'S 
PUBLIC MEETINGS, WHILE THOSE FROM THE UK, IRAN, DENMARK, 

COLOMBIA, FRG, CANADA AND ECUADOR SUPPORTED THE POSITION THAT THE 
CONVENANT, IN ART. 19, SPECIFICALLY CITED THE RIGHT OF FREEDOM OF 
EXPRESSION, WHICH INCLUDED THE "FREDOM TO SEEK, RECEIVE AND IMPART 
INFORMATION AND IDEAS OF ALL KINDS." REGARDING USE OF CONSENSUS, 
MOVCHAN (USSR) PROPOSED AMENDING THE DRAFT RULE TO STATE THAT THE 
COMMITTEE WOULD MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO OBTAIN CONSENSUS BEFORE 
TAKING A DECISION. HE WAS SUPPORTED BY SYRIA AND ROMANIA, AND 
STRONGLY OPPOSED BY THE UK, DENMARK AND COLOMBIA. EVANS (UK) 
OBSERVED IT WAS NOT THE COMMITTEE'S PLACE TO FIND COMPROMISES, 

BUT RATHER TO EXERCISE INDEPENDENT JUDGMENT. ACTION WAS DEFERRED 
UNTIL LATER DATE. THE CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED THAT THE NEXT SESSION IS 
TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED FOR MAY 31 -JUNE 17 IN GENEVA, ALTHOUGH 
AUG. 22-SEPT. 9 IN NEW YORK IS ALSO A POSSIBILITY. 

11. GILLE APPOINTED ASSISTANT SECRETARY GENERAL - 

UN ANNOUNCED THAT SYG WALDHEIM APPOINTED HALVOR GILLE 
(DANISH NATIONAL), DEPUTY EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE UN FUND FOR 
POPULATION ACTIVITIES, TO THE RANK OF ASSISTANT SYG EFFECTIVE 
FROM FEB. 10.
